Napster was dealt a critical blow this week, when a 
U.S. appeals court ruled in favour of the record com- 
panies and ordered Napster to stop the sharing of 
copyrighted material. Napster officials vowed to keep

Leadership vacuum in 


Editor, SEE: 

Well, amid speculation and 
rumour, it has finally happened; on 
Feb. 12, Ralph dropped the writ, 
announcing an election almost 
four years to the day since his last 
victory (March 11, 1997). 

The Conservatives have had 
eight straight majorities and Klein 
claims that his is the only govern- 
ment that has demonstrated the 
ability to lead. No kidding; Tory 
governments have had a death grip 
on Alberta politics for the last 30 
years — no one else has had a 
chance to demonstrate leadership 
abilities. 

On the other hand, could they? 
I've seen Nancy MacBeth’s com- 
mercial — focus on the leader, 
ignore the flaws in the platform 
(i.e. that the Liberals don’t seem to 
have one). While it’s fun to com- 


plain about Ralph and bash his 
government (it’s just so easy), if 
the opposing party doesn’t have a 
solid stance on issues such as the 
utilities situation or the rising costs 
associated with all levels of educa- 
tion, they simply aren't fit to lead. 
For example, they can blame 
Ralph all they like for the current 
energy crisis, but this was coming 
no matter who was in charge. It 
simply doesn’t hit consumers as 
hard when the government doles 
out the electricity. As for gas 
prices, though we may be sitting 
on a Massive resource which is 
accounting for the governmental 
surplus, the fuel crisis is world- 
wide. Klein’s rebates could be seen 
as vote buying, but we would have 
demanded no less, no matter how 
close we were to a writ. The 
resources belong to us collectively, 


but because of past agreements, 
we can’t directly benefit from the 
ownership, hence rebates. I’m a lit- 
tle disappointed in how the gov- 
ernment has chosen to handle 
them; cash and bill rollbacks 
(though I like those much better) 
rather than an emphasis on co-gen- 
eration, but it’s better than getting 
nothing. 

One would think that the 
Opposition would focus on the 
inherent weaknesses of the rebate 
scheme; namely, that it is a tempo- 
rary solution to what I foresee as a 
permanent problem. They could 
offer alternative solutions, like 
cash infusions into public trans- 
portation in the name of expansion 
to encourage commuting, and co- 
generation, so that residences and 
businesses on the power grid 
could collectively take the pres- 


sure off. I hate to tell you this, kid- 
dies, but not only is another coal 
plant an environmental disaster 
just waiting to happen, but it won't 
save us a dime in the long run. 
Population growth should negate 
most of the positive effects, but if 
co-generation were implemented, 
we would have a long-term solu- 
tion to this problem. The rebates 
could have been offered as cash, 
or as vouchers for the purchase of 
solar products, etc. Instead of the 
Liberals looking for 21st century 
solutions though, they merely sit 
there like they've done for the past 
two terms. 

The fact that, barring election 
goodies, the Tories have pretty 
much turned a deaf ear to Albert- 
ans isn’t an excuse. The Opposi- 
tion should be more than just the 
party that sits across from Klein’s

Not quite a rESOunding success

he second offering of the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra’s 
[sone Festival of Contemporary Music built upon and was 
More successful than the first one of two years ago, but in other 
respects there were 4 few shortcomings which will need to be 
addressed for the future. 

First, the kudos. Thursday 
proved to be the highlight day 
of the festival for this review- 
er. The noon hour recital by 
visiting guest artist Swedish 
clarinettist Martin Frést was 
one of the most remarkable 
artistic performances ever 
given and witnessed in this 
city. Frost studied both music and theatre arts and demonstrated 
both to the limits during his solid 45-minute performance. 

Several multi-media concert pieces for his instrument were sepa- 
rated by arrangements of various Swedish folk songs, as well as 
demonstrations of Frést’s skills as a mime. His body was so fluid that 
at times he appeared to be suspended from the ceiling by invisible 
ropes. The other feature presentation of the festival was the Citadel 
Theatre and Edmonton Opera co-production of the chamber opera 
Beatrice Chancy. Young soprano Measha Gosman in the lead role of 
Beatrice stole the show with her powerful and at times delicately 
sensitive and expressive singing. Baritone Gregory Dahl as her vil- 
lainous father was a perfect foil in the perverse interplay between 
their characters. If there were any flaws, it was in the acoustics of 
the Shoctor Theatre, where the Singers were at times inaudible from 
the back of the stage. 

The shortcomings of this year’s festival in general are several. Too 
many of the pieces played sounded as though they had been com- 
posed at the end of the 19th century rather than during the latter part 
of the last one. It also became very apparent throughout the festival 
that the majority of composers who had works performed for the 
first or near first time at the festival and who were in attendance 
came only to be at their performances. If composers do not come out 
and support their colleagues in a co-operative fashion, it’s no wonder 
audiences continue to believe this music is nothing short of élitist.

In part this has to do with 
Chevrier’s deep intellectual relation- 
ship with the original work and her 
belief in its inherent vibrancy and 
also the fresh translations by local 
playwrights Stewart Lemoine and 
David Belke. Both playwrights, like 
Moliére, work with long-standing 
companies and love to cloak their 
exploration of contemporary cul- 
ture using the filter of the historical 
and the fantastic. 

In particular, Lemoine has to be

Even this 
could be perversely exciting were any tension devel- 
oped, but there’s clearly no danger of that from quite 
early on. 

Instead there is just a parade of grotesque images, 
healthily spaced by affectless dialogue and some rather 
pretty scenery. Don’t bother looking for that moment 
where Starling probes her own dark side or admits to 
herself a common humanity with Lecter. Don’t even 
expect them to have a conversation. Don’t look for ordi- 
nary people arbitrarily being sacrificed to one megalo- 
maniac’s diabolical compulsions because everyone who 
gets it seems to have it coming. Don’t even expect a 
dark, gloomy atmosphere, scary music or a sense of 
impending doom. 

If you want to witness evil, take note of how the film- 
makers have fed us back our own degraded tastes with a 
maximum amount of gloss and a minimum of intellectu- 
al rationalization. Stare into the morass of modern enter- 
tainment, where we're so overstimulated with spectacle 
that we require, nay, demand that each new atrocity be 
that much sicker to evoke a feeling of horror from us. 
And wonder at how far Hollywood will stoop to pander 
to those demands. 

In short, Hannibal is an unforgivably cynical feat of 
style over substance. More horrifying than the thinly- 
predicated gorefest of the film is the fact that it broke 
box office records on its opening weekend by sucking

This doesn’t 
even begin to speak of the various 
dietary restrictions. 

I have to say I was more than 
impressed by the variety and the 
individual selections. I count off 
five different salads, note the 
freshness of the vegetable tray 
and am pleased to see they offer 
both the two-fisted breakfast deal 
(bacon, sausages, Eggs Benny, 
scrambled eggs, French toast, 
etc.) as well as totally decadent 
roast beef (with mustard jus) and 
a nice penne with tomato sauce 
for those who need a lunch-like 
fix. 

In particular I have to praise the 
kitchen for how fresh they kept all 
the dishes, even notoriously deli- 
cate dishes like the Eggs Benny. 
The kitchen also gets full points 
for shewing off with a delightful 
terrine (paté) selection — both 
smoked salmon and vegetable ter- 
rines, thin cut and_ perfectly 
formed, with the filling perfectly 
distributed and centred — offset 
with a selection of European 
meats, crudites and dip. 

So excellent was the food 
(including a huge dessert table I 
just couldn't avoid), that you 
could almost forget the real rea- 
son you were there in the first 
place — the singing.
